(luring the session are elalxn-ate eveninj;; dresses allowed. For Conuucncement. a simple white 
lawn is required. I'"iir exciihij; wear in tlie winter, a while wool dress may be worn. Silks are 
never allowed. 

Tlie winter nniroini consists of a black coal suit, made in a prevailinj;- style, and the 
('ollef>e uniform Oxford ea]i. Boardiuf; pui)ils must provide tl\emselves witli overshoes, an 
umbrella, and a ea])e or shawl for everyday wear. 

^■ounf^ ladies are e.\pected to ob-crve sim|>licity. pood taste, and neatness in dress and 
personal habits in everyday life, and to be ready at any moment to meet friends or strangers, 
slnuild calls bo uuide on them.
